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100 yards in length along the shore at the level of 
low-water mark. Attention was first attracted to it, 
by large pieces of peat being found thrown up on the 
beach near high-water mark by the action of the tide 
after some of the recent storms. Examination of 
some of the pieces shows the remains of trees and 
roots of considerable size. The wood is not in any 
way petrified, but is rather soft when first taken out, 
and of a reddish colour, and bears evidence of having 
been at some period or another subjected to consider- 
able pressure. Many of the smaller branches, from 1 
to 2 inches in diameter, may be seen as flat as ribbons, 
nothing of the wood remaining now, but simply 
ribbon-like pieces of bark. Small seeds have been 
found in some of the pieces, also Hazel-nuts in 
fair preservation, and many wing cases of small 
beetles. Three kinds of trees have been made 
out by the wood and bark —— viz, the Birch, 
the Alder, and the common Hazel or Filbert. 
Some of the members of the Sutherland Field Club 
visited the place, with a view of finding out the over- 
lying strata, and tracing the peat bed, if possible, 
from the point where exposed for some way inland. 
The incoming tide and the appearance of water before 
the peat field was reached prevented anything being 
done in the way of ascertaining its extent. Some of 
the first trials, about twenty paces from low-water 
mark, showed that the peat was overlaid by a deposit 
of blue clay about 1 foot in thickness, the blue clay 
. being in turn overlaid by about 6 inches of yellowish 
sandy clay, gravel and sand forming the remainder 
between the yellow clay and the surface. No shells 
were found in the yellow clay, but the blue clay was 
thickly studded with the commoner bivalve shells 
usually found on the sea coast. One thing is clear, 
a forest once flourished on this part of the bed of the 
Dornoch Firth. "When and how it came to be sub- 
merged is a nut for geologists to crack. D, Melville, 
Dunrobin Castle Gardens. 


A Monster Wistaria.—To all lovers of this 
beautiful climber there may be seen at the present 
time, at the seat of W. Young, Esq., Valence, Wes- 
terham, Kent, a magnificent old plant covered with 
pale lilac blossoms. I thought it might be of interest 
to quote a few of its dimensions. At the base its cir- 
cumference is exactly 4 feet, and at 6 feet from the base 
it measures 3 feet in circumference, from which point 
there extend two immense limbs, travelling round 
the whole of the conservatory, at a distance of 
140 feet, besides its numerous minor branches. The 
sight presented before the visitor, and the agreeable 
fragrance with which it fills the whole house, is one 
never to be forgotten. It is weil worthy a visit, 
and may be viewed on application to the gardener, 
Mr. Haffenden. I may mention that the same 
variety was planted outdoors in the same year, and 
trained to a wall, but the dimensions are not a quarter 
of this indoor-cultivated one. I should be glad to 
hear from your readers if there is another such a fine 
specimen in the country.

The Tenby Daffodil — This Daffodil, which 
grows wild at Tenby, whence I had it and name it, 
was the first of the genus to flower in my garden this 
year, having come into flower on February 25—two 
days before the first flower of Narcissus nanus. The 
latter, however, came into flower all over the garden 
at once, whilst the Tenby Daffodil comes in a long 
succession, each individual flower lasting longer than 
those of any other variety of Narcissus. Mr. Peter 
Barr told me last year that less is known about the 
origin and history of this Daffodil than any other. He 
calls it N. obvallaris—for want, as he said, of a 
better name. In Sowerby’s Zzg/sh Botany it is 
called Broomfieldi, Mr. Barr also told me that it is 
unknown in Continental nurseries, and that he went 
all over Holland without meeting with it. It may at 
once be distinguished by the shortness and stiffness 
of the outer segments of the perianth, the tube, which is 
wide and open, projecting far beyond them. It is the 
only variety except nanus which regularly ripens seed 
in my garden ; and I have this year tried to cross it 
with Horsfieldi and Empress, which I have forced for 
the purpose. With the same treatment these two 
came into flower on the same day, Horsfieldi having, 
as usual, the larger flowers of the two, but Empress 
being taller; Horsfieldi seems to me to produce no 
pollen.

HORTICULTURE IN SWITZERLAND. — Our little 
country is often considered behindhand as regards 
horticulture. It is true that gardening pursuits do 
not take so important a place with us as they do 
in Belgium or Holland, countries in extent as 
small as Switzerland. We have also few speciali- 
ties in the way of cultivation. This arises no 
doubt from the nature and configuration of the soil 
and its sterility over large areas. In the alpine 
districts horticulture carried on as it is in the plains 
is impracticable. Nevertheless, when the necessary 
allowances are made it will be found that we are 
in no wise behind our neighbours. It must be borne 
in mind that there are in Switzerland three distinct 
stocks or races of people welded into one common 
country. The cities of Berne and Basle are cosmo- 
politan, but German Switzerland, with Zurich at its 
head, receives its impulse from Germany. Latin 
(Romande) Switzerland, which borders upon France 
on one side and Italy on another, adopts the cultiva- 
tion pursued in France, especially in the matter of 
fruit tree culture, Attention is here chiefly directed 
to what may be grown out-of-doors, while in German 
Switzerland stove plants, window plants, the manu- 
facture of bouquets, &c., attract most attention. 

In Italian Switzerland, which is, though politically 
Swiss, geographically Italian, the customs of Italy 
prevail. German Switzerland possesses numerous 
and important commercial horticultural establish- 
of which the most notable is that of MM. 
Froebel, of Zurich. All branches of the nursery 
trade are carried on there, but special attention 
is given to the cultivation of plants under glass. 
With us our largest nursery establishment 
is that of MM, Vaucher & Cardinaut, who have a 
reputation for hardy trees and shrubs, Conifers, and 
specially for fruit trees. It is well known that we 
have at Geneva the two finest Cedars of Lebanon, 
brought by Jussieu, and planted by him at Beaulieu 
about the same time as that in the Jardin des Plantes 
at Paris, which, however, is not nearly so fine a 
specimen as those at Beaulieu. In the neighbour- 
hood of Geneva are several fine old gardens. In the 
time of Voltaire, who resided in one of the suburbs, 
there was much taste shown in the laying out of 
gardens. At Geneva, also, was established the first 
botanic garden in Switzerland under the auspices of 
our illustrious fellow-citizen, M. de Candolle. At 
Geneva, also, under similar auspices, was established 
the first Swiss horticultural society, in the year 1855. 


ments, 
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. It publishes a journal, which is greatly esteemed 


by the members and by the fellows of corresponding 
societies, and by its exhibitions has contributed greatly 
to the development in this country. It has a rival 
even in Geneva, which numbers 500—600 members, 
and the existence of these two societies side by side in 
our little centre may be taken as an indication of the 
prosperous state of horticulture. In this respect 
Geneva surpasses most of the towns of Europe of 
equal size. There are two horticultural journals in 
Geneva, the Aezue Zorticoleof M. Vaucher, and the 
Fardinier Suisse. In German Switzerland there are 
only certzin horticultural periodicals of minor import- 
ance, and exhibitions and horticultural societies are 
few and far between. The Canton de Vaud has its 
horticultural society, numbering many members, and 
publishing a journal which brings up the number of 
publications in French Switzerland to four—not an 
insignificant number, all things considered, 

The only special characteristic of Swiss horticulture 
is the cultivation of alpine plants. ^ Throughout 
Switzerland, whether the people be of Romande or 
Germanic race, there is a strong taste for mountain 
excursions, It is, therefore, not to be wondered at 
that the flora of our mountains is appreciated 
by a large number of our citizens. For many years 
the cultivation of alpine plants in the plain has been 
carried on at Geneva, the city of botanists and of 
students of alpine natural history ; but it is only 
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within the last ten years that the cultivation of these 
plants has been taken up as a branch of trade. 
Messrs. Froebel were the first to undertake this 
department on a large scale, and many others have 
since followed suit. With this exception, we have no 
speciality in Switzerland, and no parks and pleasure- 
grounds on the scale of those in England ; but so far 
as we can we have imitated the taste and procedures 
of our masters, and we may safely say that horticul- 
ture in Switzerland has already a well-defined posi- 
tion, and a future full of promise. 4. Correvon,

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. U.S.A.— The Horticultural 
Society of Boston, Mass., held an exhibition on 
February 18 in the Horticultural Hall, a noble stone 
building, very solid and ornamental from top to base. 
The library is extensive, and open at all times to all 
members. Boston, in this respect, puts London to 
shame. The Society is a sound affair, not in debt, 
and managed by practical men, who put life into it, 
The meeting was well attended by about 200 members, 
though the country was clothed in a sheet of snow 
about IS inches deep. Mr. C. M. Hovey had a group 
of cut Camellias, C. M. Hovey and Mrs. A. M. Hovey 
being the best ; and a similar group came from Mr. 
F. B. Hayes, Lexington. Two pots of fine Mignonette 
came from Mr, Atkinson, gr. to Mr. J. L. Gardener, 
of Brooklyn. Some good Lettuces came from Mr. 
Vaize. From Mr. Ward, of Salem, came the grandest 
bunch of Maréchal Niel Rose I ever saw—such, 
indeed, that Mr. Paul might covet. A paper was 
then read by Mr. Philbrick on ** Garden Vegetables." 
The paper was good practical matter, and a discus- 
sion followed, the leading points brought out being 
that deep culture, plenty of manure, and good selected 
seed should be used. English Cauliflower seed was 
spoken of as not to be depended upon. The Council 
and the members freely mixed, not as at South Ken- 
sington. Such discussions, as you have often urged, 
would give interest and value to Kensington meetings. 

When the ordinary business of the meeting was 
over, Mr. H. J. Veitch, of Chelsea, London, a well 
known horticulturist, was elected a corresponding 
member. 

I have seen some of the best gardens in the 
neighbourhood of New York and Boston. The 
Americans are coming along, though they have 
none of the old establishments as in England, 
yet they like gardens, and are, in my opinion, men 
of better taste than most English people. In the win- 
dows of New York and New Jersey and Boston you 
see Agaves, Opuntias, Callas, Crassulas. In all 
gentlemen's places I have seen, Agaves and Cacti are 
more numerous than Pelargoniums. Mr. Pelargonium- 
Society-man would go mad out here. In one of the 
largest and best kept gardens of New England the 
gardener, Mr. Harris, said he only wanted about 24 
pots for his cuttings, but he had about 100 Agaves. 
Mr. John Hoey, of Long Branch, N.J., has two 
houses, 300 feet long, devoted to a splendid collection 
of Cacti, Agaves, and such things; also Palms, 
Dracenas, Crotons, Ferns, Orchids, and general 
stove and greenhouse plants in profusion. Here, as 
in all gardens I have seen, they grow Roses, and 
quantities of Myrsiphyllum asparagoides, on wire, for 
decoration. Mr. Rathbun, of South Amboy, NT. 
has a fine lot of Orchids, Crotons, Cycads, Cacti, 
Agaves, &c. 

At Messrs. Pratt’s, Watertown, Mass, I saw 
Orchids well done, Crotons, Draccnas, Agaves, &c. 
Here I saw some splendid canes of Black Hamburgh 
Vines ; Grapes grow well here, as do also Violets. 
The sun isas bright as in England in June, but in one 
night the thermometer fell 50°; what do you think of 
that? They don't look at the kitchen garden for 
about four months. Bays, Rhododendrons, Hollies, 
Azaleas, &c., are kept in winter in a pit underground, 
with a wooden roof, and a few lights on the top; they 
keep well so, and are planted out in spring. Oaks, 
Abies excelsa, Maples, Juniperus virginiana, Abies 
canadensis, Larch Firs, are most planted. Abies 
excelsa is used for making hedges,"and good ones 
they are. 

At Mr, Hunneywell's, Wellesley, Mass., I saw a 
fine lot of Phalenopsis in flower as good as in 
England ; Bougainvillea does splendidly here. Isaw 
here also a splendid lot of new Dracaenas; Aloes, 
Yuccas, Cacti, Beaucarneas, and other succulents 
were plentiful and good ; Calanthes and cool Orchids 
are well done, and Cypripediums. 

At John L. Gardener’s, Brooklyn, Mass., I saw 
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Fern ; this was recently shown by Mr. Green, and 
worthily received a certificate; the old Cineraria 
cruenta is also grown, it is seldom seen, but is a 
gem for cutting from. The houses contain many 
plants seldom met with, and which, under the care 
of Mr. Green, are sure to succeed. A. O.

Carl Spindler 4. 
(Hierzu eine Abbildung, Porträt. 
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m 18. Oktober ist ein Mann aus dem Leben geschieden, dessen Heim- 
gang nicht nur von der Industrie. sondern auch vom Gartenbau auf 
das tiefste beklagt wird: der Geh. Kommerzienrat Carl Spindler zu 
Spindlersfeld bei Berlin, der Chef der weltberühmten Firma W. Spindler. 
Die Geschichte dieser Firma zeigt uns so recht einmal wieder. was durch 
unermüdliche Thatkraft, durch weise Umsicht, durch peinlichste Sorgfalt 
erreicht werden kann. Wilhelm Spindler, der Vater unseres Carl 
Spindler, errichtete am 1. Oktober 1832 in der Burgstrasse zu Berlin in 
ganz bescheidenem Umfange eine Seidenfürberei. Als Arbeitsraum diente 
die Waschküche, als Spülraum eine Bank an der Spree. Gar bald aber 
vergrösserte sieh das Geschäft, es wurde nach der Wallstrasse verlegt 
und nahm nun einen noch bedeutenderen Aufschwung. Nach dem im 
Jahre 1873 erfolgten Tode des Begründers ging das Geschàft auf seine 
beiden Sóhne, William und Carl über, welche, getreu den Grundsützen 
ihres Vaters, nicht nur dasselbe auf der alten Hóhe zu erhalten wussten, 
sondern es immer noch weiter ausdehnten. wobei sie sorgfältig alle 
neueren Erfahrungen der Wissenschaft und Praxis benutzten. Schliess- 
lich war auch in der Wallstrasse kein Raum mehr und man errichtete 
jenes gewaltige Etablissement in der Nähe von Köpenick, welches ge- 
wissermassen eine Stadt für sich darstellt und zu Ehren der Begründer 
den Namen „Spindlersfeld“ erhalten hat. Die Firma zählt jetzt 2300 Ar- 
beiter und Angestellte, 400 Beamte und über 1000 Agenturen und Läden 
in fast allen grösseren ‚Städten des In- und Auslandes. 

Nach dem Ausscheiden seines Bruders William wurde Carl*) allei- 
niger Inhaber. Er hatte in seiner Jugend sich viel mit Chemie beschäf- 
tigt, hatte England und Frankreich besucht und sich gründlich auf seinen 
Beruf vorbereitet. Dabei besass er ein seltenes Organisationstalent und 
erfasste alles im grossen Stile. Er begründete die zahlreichen Wohl- 
fahrtseinriehtungen, dureh welche die Firma Spindler nicht weniger 
berühmt wurde als dureh ihre Leistungen und wandte a. a. dem Fonds 
der Invaliditäts- und Unfallversicherung seiner Fabrik allein aus Privat- 
mitteln eine Million Mark zu. Ebenso wie er für seine Arbeiter und 
Angestellten sorgte, ebenso suchte er auch in weiteren Kreisen helfend 
und fördernd zu wirken, dabei alles im Stillen, ohne selbst hervorzutreten. 
Ein ganz besonderer Gönner war er aber für die Kunst, und zwar sowohl 
für die Malerei wie für die Gartenkunst, und die Stadt Berlin wählte ihn 
aus letzterem Grunde auch in ihre Park- und Garten-Deputation. 

Schon sein Vater hatte sich in Gross Tabarz in Thüringen eine 
Villa mit sehónem Garten errichtet, welche dereinst als Wittwensitz für 
seine Gattin dienen sollte, und in diesem Garten wirkt seit 25 Jahren 
Herr Obergärtner Julius Biemüller, welcher am 1. Oktober d. Js. sein 
silbernes Jubilàum feierte.

Unter den verschiedensten Cattleyenarten gebührt der Cattleya Mendeli 
wohl mit einer der ersten Plátze in bezug auf Feinheit und Form der Blüte, 
abgesehen davon, dass es natürlich auch unter diesen schlechte und 
minderwertige Varietäten und Typen gibt. Aber gerade was Vollkommenheit 
und Eleganz der Form betrifft, gibt es kaum eine schónere, ansprechendere 
Cattleyenart. 

Cattleya Mendel var. Lackneri weist nun weniger eine vollendete 
Form, als vielmehr eine Abnormität in bezug auf die Färbung des Labellums 
auf.

der an dem Deckel befestigt ist. Auf diesem Zweige sitzt ein Chamäleon, 
das durch Eingiessen von Bronze in die Hohlform eines Chamaeleo verru- 
cosus aus Madagaskar hergestellt wurde. Es dient als Griff zum Empor- 
heben des Deckels. Das Charnier für Bewegungen des Deckels bildet der 
zwischen den Spiralen endende Querstab. 

Die Nuss ruhet auf drei silbernen Füssen. An jedem der zwei 
metallenen unteren Seitenbogen ist ein Hinterfuss befestigt, ein mittlerer Vorder- 
fuss an einer Querspange zwischen den nebeneinander in der Furche der 
Nuss, nach dem Schlosse aufsteigenden beiden Bogen. Diese drei Füsse 
stehen auf einem rechteckigen Postamente aus schwarzpoliertem Holze.

Die Neuheit Laelio-Cattleya Wellsiana ist eine sehr schöne 
Hybride, die nicht nur als Topfpflanze von hervorragendem Wert ist, 
sondern auch für den Schnitt wertvoll erscheint. Es ist eine Züchtung 
zwischen den  wohlbekannten Sorten Cattleya Trianae X Laelia 
purpurata. 

Auf der nebenstehenden Abbildung erkennt man sofort, daß die 
beiden genannten Pflanzen die Eltern dieser Hybride sind, Die wunder- 
schöne, sehr dunkel gefärbte Lippe zeigt genau den Typus von Laelia 
purpurata, die Sepalen und Petalen erinnern dagegen mehr an Cattleya 
Trianae. Die Farbe der ganzen Blume ist im allgemeinen dunkler als es 
bei Laelia purpurata oder Cattleya Trianae der Fall ist. 

Auch in dem Habitus der Pflanze, den ziemlich langen Bulben, sieht 
man Laelio purpurata.

wie die der gewöhnlichen Cattleyen. Es ist vielleicht ganz gut, derselben 
noch etwas mehr Sonne zu gönnen, um dadurch eine größere Blühwilligkeit 
zu erzeugen. 

Die Blütezeit der Laelio-Cattieya Wellsiana fällt in das Frühjahr und 
setzt in der Regel etwas später ein als bei Laelia purpurata. 

Die Blumen finden sehr guten Absatz, und zwar werden sie wegen 
der feurigen dunklen Lippenfarbe gern gekauft. In großen Massen wird 
Laelio-Cattleya Wellsiana bis jetzt noch nicht kultiviert, da sie hierfür 
viel zu teuer ist. Unter diesen Verhältnissen kommt sie jetzt eigentlich 
nur als Liebhaberpflanze in Betracht.

Erfolg. In keinem Garten dürfte dieses „Juvel“ fehlen, das seinem Namen 
volle Ehre macht. 

Anchusa capensis alba ©. Diese weißblühende Spielart des 
„Sommervergißmeinnichts“ kann ihrer blauen Schwester wohl ebenbürtig 
zur Seite gestellt werden, ist aber leider noch zu wenig bekannt, Die 
Anchusen lassen sich durch Aussaat ins Freie sehr leicht heranziehen und 
eignen sich sowohl zur Gruppenbepflanzung als auch zur Binderei, Durch 
eine einmal etwas zu starke Berieselung geriet leider die sonst so un- 
empfindliche Annuelle im Wachstum ins Stocken. 

Salpiglossis variabilis grandiflora superbissima, lila mit 
gold © ist eine neue Farben der Kaisersalpiglossen. Die selten schón ge- 
aderten Blumen rufen immer und immer wieder die Bewunderung der Be- 
schauer hervor. Ich habe nur eins an dieser Pflanzenart auszusetzen und 
zwar, daß hin und wieder Pflanzen hiervon plötzlich eingehen und schwarz 
werden. Der Grund hierfür ist mir nie bekannt geworden. Man kann 
denselben Vorgang auch bei Balsaminen öfters beobachten. Wenn man 
hier den Stamm anschneidet, findet man dunkle und brandartige Stellen im 
Fleisch. — Die Kaisersalpiglosse ist in der Farbe leider noch nicht be- 
ständig, sonst aber sehr schön. 

Rehmannia angulata tigrina 2% ist eine Hybride der aus Zentral- 
china vor kurzem eingeführten Reh. angulata. Die purpurroten Blumen 
entwickeln sich sehr schnell über dem an der Erde rosettenartig gebildeten 
Laubwerk. Ich gebe indes der gewöhnlichen R. angulata den Vorzug, da 
diese heller in der Farbe ist. Sonst ist die Neuheit gut. 

Rehmannia angulata Pink Perfection 4 unterscheidet sich kaum 
von der vorstehenden, nur blüht sie etwas später. Das Vorhingesagte trifft 
auch hier zu. 

Lathyrus odoratus praecox ©. Diese wohlriechende Wicke wird 
nur etwa ein Meter hoch, hat aber etwas kleinere Blumen als die ge- 
wöhnlichen. Das Farbenspiel ist das gleiche, doch scheint es, als wenn 
die Blüten von praecox etwas zeitiger erschienen. Die dieser Sorte nach- 
gerühmte Eigenschaft, sich für den Winter heranziehen zu lassen, konnte 
nicht festgestellt werden. Vielleicht würde einer der verehrten Leser nach 
dieser Richtung hin einen Versuch anstellen. Ich bin der Ansicht, daf sich 
dazu auch die grofiblumige L. Eckford eignen würde. Auch kónnte mit 
der nichtrankenden L. Cupido ein Versuch angestellt werden, da diese in 
den Háusern nicht viel Platz emnehmen. 

Winterlevkoje, frühblühende Riesen von Nizza hellviolett C. 
Dies is& eine Farbe, die bis jetzt in dem Sortiment dieser beliebten Levkojen 
fehlte. Der Wuchs ist gleich dem der andern. Die Neuheit liefert aus 
Samen bis zu ?/, gefüllt blühende, Eine einzige Pflanze davon füllt eine 
mittlere Blumenvase vollständig aus, und dürfte sie wegen ihrer beliebten 
Farbe besonders der Binderei willkommen sein.
